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NAVAL DISCIPLINE.

Tagne are few persons outside of the navy
who have any idea of the spirit of old fogy-
jam—we can find no other term that will ex-
pross exaotly what we mean—that to a very
great extont governs that branch of the mili.
tary service. The navy is in a great measure
cut off from the ordinary influences of Ameri-
oan society, its officers are thrown a great
deal among foreigners, and without in the
slightest degree imputing a want of patriot-
jam to the navy, wo have no hesitation in
saying that it is too much under the influence
of foreign ideas for its own good. The cadet
at the Naval Academy, from his first entrance
into that institution, is instilled with no-
tions of his own importance, and is encon-
raged to cultivate those accomplishmants
that will fit him shine
gay society that he will meet in foreipgn
ports. We have nothing to find fault
in this, for it is a matter of great imporlance
that the naval officers who represent us abrouwld
ghould be polished gentlemen, but we do cou-
plain that what ought to he the essentials of u
naval education are sacrificed to superiicial
accomplishments. It is a notorions fact that
the Naval Academy is far inferior to West
Point as an educational institution, and as a
natural consequence of the system of training
that the midshipmen nndergo, the navy is
less liberalin its ideas than the army, less
progressive, and less disposed to admit any
innovation on the old way of doing thisgs,
Every improvement that has been made in
the navy has met with the bitlerest opposi-
tion, BSteam is considered n
even mnow by a large number
older officers, and even the abso-
lute mecessity of putting down (he
Rebellion by every possible means could nof
reconcile them to the monitors and iron-clads.
This same spirit has been manifested towards
the stafl officers, who are often treatad asif
they were an inferior order of beings. The
surgeons of the navy have heen conten.
ing for the past thirty years for such a recog-
nition as is accorded to their brethren in the
army, without being able to obtain what they
ask for, and the engineers are only endnre |
as necesaary evils, like their greasy, noisy
